SUGAR TRUST PROFITS 


Claus A. Spreckels Says Plans Are 
Laid to Make Ten Millions Ex- 
tra on Stock in Storage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

NEW YORK, June 8.—Claus A. Spreck- 
els, son of the big refiner, is in the city. He 
denouncee the Sugar Trust and says as 
the Spreckels company worked with the 
trust ha withdrew from the management of 
the same. 

“Mr. Havemeyer and Mr. Searles,’’ said 
he, emphatically, ‘“‘are ordinary law-break- 
ers. I know them through and through, 
and I don’t like their way of doing busi- 
ness. 

“T have an idea about the proposed sugar 
schedule of the tariff bill, which I think 
will test the sincerity of the Senators’ pro- 
test that the bill is Intended for revenue 
only. Of late, the Sugar Trust has been 
importing raw sugar from all over the 

world. By investigation I found that the 
trust has betweer 600,000 and 700,000 tons of 
raw sugar in storage. : 

‘This haa paid the present duty. As pro- 
posed now, the higher tar'ff would give the 
trust between $16 and $18 a ton profit, 
amounting to $1¢C,000,000 or $12,000,000 in all. 
No sugar crops can be produced in the 
world before Jan. 1 next. The trust_has 
the monopoly. Now, if the Senators mean 
this for a revenue bill alone, they should 
impose an interna) revenue tax upon all 
sugar refined between now and Jan. 1, 
1898. 

“Then this bonus of $16 or $18 a ton would 
go into the United States Treasury, instead 
of into the treasury of the Sugar Trust. 
This ts a question which public indignation 
should setttle. 
possible ground for complaint and the Unit- 
ed States would profit.’”’

Strange and Weird Mania of Russian 
Fanatics. 


LONDON, June 8.—The Dally News re- 
cently sent a special correspondent to in- 
vestigate the circumstances of the immur- 
ing tragedy, near Titaspo!, Southern Russia, 
where the police recently discovered the 
bodies of six persons, members of the 


fanatical sect knowr as the Raskolniki, 
who had been walled up alive by Fedor 
Kovaloff, that they might assure salvation 
by self-immolation. In his first letter, which 
is published to-day, the correspondent says: 
“One of the chief figures, largely instru- 
mental in this whole terrible drama, was 
a middle-class, well-educated spinster, Vera 
Makaveyeva, who, as Sister Vitalia, was a 
sort of priestess of this fanatical set. 
‘‘Last year she predicted the final caty- 
clism of a misgoverned world. When the 
census was taken she persuaded the sect 
that is was ordained that she should take 
the roll-call of those who were to be sum- 
moned to the judgment seat. All went to 
pease for their refusal to give particu- 
ars. In jail they refused to eat, and they 
_— not liberated until they were almost 
ead. 
“It appears that the wife of Kovaloff was 
persuaded that it was intended to compel 
them all to embrace the Orthodox faith, 
and she determined to sacrifice herself and 
her children.

ROASTED LIKE PIGS. | 


Twenty-Five Monks Impaled cn Spits 
by Philippine Islanders. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia, June 8. 
—Further interviews with officers of the 
steamer Hupeh, now in port, elicit the fact 
that twenty-five Catholic monks were 
roasted by the rebels in the Philippine 
Islands and not by Spanish troops, as pre- 
viously reported. The information was fur- 
nished by a prominent resident of Ilo-Ilo, 
in the group of islands, and corroborated 
by a foreign Consul. In consequence of 
cruelties practiced by the Spanish troops 
on the rebels or those suspected of being 
in sympathy with the rebel cause, the 
rebels in revenge perpetrated acts of cruelty 
on the hapless monks, who came in their 
clutches. The customary mode of roasting 
sucking pigs in the island is by thrusting 
a bamboo through the pig and then fasten- 
ing it to an iron and roasting it over a 
slow fire. This was done to the monks, the 
bamboo being thrust through them while 
they were alive. Previous to the voyage 
to this ‘port, the Hupeh made a trip from 
Hong-Kong to Ilo-Ilo and it was just pre- 
vious to this voyage that the acts reported 
occurred near Manila.

An important feature of the caucus was 
the detérmination reached to vote together 
a8 a party, which insures favorable action 
on all contested schedules and the passage 
of the bill as approved by the majority.

Mr. Thurston objected to this desig- 
nation, saying that conferences never bound 
any one and that he wanted it definitely 
understood whether this meeting was to be 
binding or a friendly chat without further 
results, for if it was not to bind all Sena- 
tors on all schedules he would not agree to 
= by the decision upon the sugar ques- 

This speech brought Senator Hahna to his 
feet with an earnest plea for party har- 
mony and united efforts on all the features 
of thé bill. He referred to the apparent 
divisions at present existing in the Senate 
and said it was high time that a perfect 
understanding was reached, 

Senator Thurston then put ‘his sugges- 
tion in the shape of a motion to the effect 
that the agreement of the caucus should be 
binding upon all Republican Senators, and 
it carried by a large majority. 

The main proposition on the sugar sched- 
ule were those fixing the rate on refined 
sugar. There were three of these proposi- 
tions. The one adopted fixing the rate at 
One and ninety-five hundredths of a cent 
per pound in place of one and eight hundred 
and seventy-five thousands as fixed by the 
House bill was suggested by Senator 
Spooner. Senator Perkins suggested 1 8-16 
and Senator Wellington the rate of the 
House bill. 

The last amendments were voted down 
viva voce and the Spooner amendment ac- 
a by an almost unanimous vote.

Made to that effect by any one. Senator

CONGRESSMAN TOWNE TALKS. 


He Outlines the Plans of Free Silver 
Advocates for Victory in 
1898 and 1900. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 8.—The members of the 
Provisional Committee of the Free Silver 
Republican party collected in groups about 
the corridors of the Sherman H-@se this 
morning in advance of to-day'’s conference. 
Congressman Hartman of Montana, the on- 
ly member of the Montana delegation to 
bolt the National Republican Convention 
at St. Louis last summer, called the con- 
vention to order... Among other prominent 
delegates already present, or expected on 
early trains, are Charles A. Towne of Du- 


luth, Thomas M. Patterson, Charles Thom-} 


as and Senator Teller of Colorado, former 
Senator Dubois of Idaho; John P, Atgeld, 
James Adams,.Robert E. Burke and John 
J. Coughlin, together with Capt, W. P. 
Black, free silver independent candidate for 
Cireuit Court Jud at yesterday’s election, 
all of Chicago;,. Fitzgerald Murphy, who 
is willing to be a candidate in the Second 
District, and Isaac N. Stevens of Denver. 
It is possible that Chairman J. K, Jones 
of Arkansas will aiso arrive and partic- 
yate in the convention. Wiliam Jennings 
ryan was extended an invitation to be 
present, but has been obliged to decline, 
owing to previous lecture engagements. 

The feature of Republican silver organi- 
zation will depend, in a measure, upon the 
outcome of to-day’s convention. Prominent 
Populists have been invited to participate, 
and plans for fusfon in the next Congres- 
sional nominations ars already being talked 
over. The conference owes its inception to 
an address issued on Washington’s birth- 
day by the Republicans of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives, calling for 
the sélection in each State of a member of 
the Provisional Commiitce. In response to 
the call, State conventions have been held 
during the past two.months, for the pur- 
pose of appointing delegates—many of the 
gatherings being marked by the presence 
and co-operation of silver Democrats. 

The conference was opened by Congress- 
man Towne in a speech which was well re- 
ceived. 

Chairman Towne, in calling the committee 
to order, said in, part: 

‘TI give you greeting upon the auspicious 
opening of this conference and congratulate 
you and the great cause wherein we are ¢n- 
gauged, that so numerous and representative 
a body of men has gathered from a large 
majority of the States and Territories to 
participate in the first general council of the 
Silver Republican party of. the United 
States. We are happy also to welcome the 
inspiring presence of a delegation represent- 
ing the bimetallic organization of the 
women of the country whose sympathies are 
enlisted as ever in behalf of justice and 
humanity.” 

After referring briefly to the circum- 
stances attending and the motives instigat- 
ing the inception of the movement, he spoke 
of the organization of the Provisional Na- 
tional Committee at the suggestion of the 
Republican Senators and Congressmen.

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CONSUL-GENERAL LEE SO STATES 
IN HIS REPORT. 


BROUGHT BY MR. CALHOUN. 


The Case Was a Most Flagrant Viola- 
“tion of the Protocol Between the 
United States and Spain. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—-Follow- 
ing is the full text of Consul-General Lee's 
report on the Ruiz case: 

United States. Consulate General, Ha- 
vana, May 31, 1897.—To Hon. John Sherman, 
Secretary of State: Sir—The right having 
been. reserved to make a separate report to 
my Government In the Ruiz case, I have 
the honor to submit the following state- 
ment, which I request wil] be filed with the 
report to the Commissioner: 

He (Dr. Ruiz) was about 46 years of age, 
a dentist by profession, married, and re- 
sided with his wife and children at the 
town of Guanabacoa, four miles from Ha- 
vana; arrested on the 4th of February, 1897, 


about 9 a. m., at his house in Guanabacoa, 
charged with being connected with the at- 
tack on a railroad train on the night of 
the 16th of January, 1897, at a point nearly 
midway between Guanabacoa and #tavana, 
ee two miles and a half from the latter 
city. 

The evidence of his most intimate friends 
and that taken before the Military Judge, 
as per record submitted with the Comm's- 
sioner’s report, show he was quiet and do- 
mestic In his tastes, a peaceful American 
c't'zen, engaged in the pursu(ft of his pro- 
fession; that he took no part in the mili- 
tary or political proceedings on this island 
nor had at any t!me any communication by 
writing or otherwise with those engaged 
in the insurrection, and that at the time of 
the attack by armed insurrectioniets on the 
train he was in the house of a neighbor and 
friend, opposite his own, in Guanabacoa, 
until 10 p. m., and then went to his own 
abode, where he passed the night, and knew 
rothing of said attack until next morning, 
when it was known generally to the public. 

He was taken from his home and pro- 
fession, wife and small children, carried to 
ja‘l and thrust into a cell marked “L’” in 
the diagram, and whose dimensions are 

‘ven in the report of the Commissioners, 

eing one of the three smallest cells of the 
jail used for keeping prisoners in solitary 
confinement. The dimensions of the cell in 
which Dr. Ruiz was confined are greater 
than given in my previous reports, which 
were based upon the statements then re- 
ceived from persons who did and could not 
measure it; but the fact remains that he 
was in a cell alone day and night, with 
. stone walls and stone floor, with no ventila- 
tion of air and light, except a rectangular 
- engine opening, or transom, over the 

oor. 

The manner of his confinement was a vio- 
lation of art. 520, Law of Criminal Proced- 
ure, ruling in Cuba and Puerto Rico, which 
demands that ‘Provisional imprisonment 
shall be made in the manner and form 
least prejudicial to the person and reputa- 
tion of the accused.”’ 


While the cognizance of his case being 
confined, at first, to the jurisdiction of the 
military authorities was a violation of sec. 
1 of the protocol between Spain and the 
United States, signed Jan. 12, 1877, which 
stipulated that no citizen of the United 
States residing in Spain, her adjacent 
islands or her ultra marine possessions 
charged with any “crime whatsoever,” 
shall be subject to trial by any exceptional 
tribunal, but exclusively by the ordinary 
jurisdiction, except in the case of being 
captured with arms in hand. The testi- 
mony shows the jailer knew Dr. Ruiz was 
an American citizen on the day of his ar- 
rest, viz. 4th of February, 1 and that 
the Acting Governor and Captain-General 
of the island was informed of the fact on 
the next day; but it was ten days after his 
arrest and ree days before his death, viz., 
the 14th of February, 1896—that the Acting 
Governor-General directed his case to be 
referred to the jurisdiction of the civil court 
and he died before said court considered it. 

The improper judicial proceedings in the 
first place, and the length of time consumed 
in getting the case before the proper au- 
thority, during which the solitary prisoner 
was the occupant of a cell, proved fatal. 

The testimony shows that Dr. Ruiz was a 
healthy and unusually strong, able and ath- 
letic man. That he had no hereditary mental 
or heart disease or other body ailments. 

He was confined incommunicado and 
neither his wife, children nor friends 

allowed to communicate’ with 
He . was carried alive his 

; and at the end of 315 hours 
‘was brought out a corpse, having been sub- 
jected to “incommunicado” imprisonment in 
violation of his treaty rights 2438 hours over 
and above the 72 hour limit. 

From the time he was placed “incom- 
municado” until his death, all eno vane 
of his condition was confined to his jail- 
ers, and therefore, there can be no other 
testimony except that of these officials as to 
the mode of his treatment or manner of his 
death, and it could not, be expected that in 
case of bad treatment they would testify 
against themselves or against erch other. 
So such testimony should be received not 
with a “grain of salt,"’ but with a barrel. 

A witness named Rafael Galindo, who 
holds a Government position, testified that 
he carried, at Mrs. Ruiz’s request, some bed 
clothes for the use of Dr. Ruiz to his cell 
on the same day he was arrested, but the 
testimony of his most intimate friends, viz.: 
Juan Gratoeos and Jose Puiggros, does not 
eonfirm such testimony; and a letter from 
Mrs. Ru‘z to me, written four days after 
hie death, a copy of which is hereby trans- 
mitted, says: ‘‘During the thirteen days 
he remained ‘incommunicado’ they did. not 
allow me to take him a cot or even a ham- 
mock, but only a hard chair, on the 9th of 
February, when the jail official finally, 
after my repeated requests, consented or 
allowed me to send to my husband the 
chair I send you herewith, and in which 

ou will see the last impreseions of a man 

his full mental faculties.’’ 

e “impressions’’ referred to and which 
I have seen, were sentences around the rim 
of the back, evidently indented with the 
nails of the finger, and which read:

This chair, Mrs. Ruiz says, she sent for 
after her husband's death, and I have seen 
lately statements of persons in whom I 
place reliance, that the writing around the 
rim of the back was not discovered, as the 
chair was of light color, and the indented 
letters not distinct, for some days after it 
had beer returned to her house.

WHAT SHERMAN SAID. 


Is Thought to Have Been a Factor in 
Canovas’ Retention.

NEW YORK, June 8.—A morning paper 
which published an interview with Secretary 
Sherman approving the Spanish proposals 
for Cuban reforms claims in a Washington 
dispatch that Canovas’ retention is due to 
it. 


Senor de Lome expressed the utmost satis- 
faction concerning the State Secretary’s ut- 
terance, cabled it to Madrid, and it is be- 
lieved that the Queen Regent considered 
those remarks as an official indorsement of 
Canovas’ scheme of Cuban pacification. 

“IT was somewhat disappointed to learn 
that Gen. Campos has not been sent to the 
scene of warfare,’ Senor de Lome said to 
a friend, “‘but I believe that very soon the 
commandership/ will be changed, if not to 
Gen. Campos, to one who represents his 
methods. I admire the masterly skill and 
soldierly qualities of Gen. Weyler, and under 
the same conditions I do not believe any 
General in Spain could have done better. 
But at this juncture more than military 
ability is needed. Campos is not only a 
fine soldier, but also a finished diplomat.” 

The Minister expressed unbounded confi- 
dence that President McKinley and the 
Spanish Government will find a peaceful 
solution of the present difficulties arising 
from the Cuban insurrection. 4 


DODGING THE ISSUE. 


Spain Trying to Create a New Debt on 
a False Basis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

NEW YORK, June 8.—The financial crisis 
caused by the depreciated paper currency 
will result in the creation of a new debt on 
the Island of Cuba of $20,000,000, with 6 per 
cent interest per annym, says the .Sun’s 
correspondent in Havana. 

Senor Castellanos has already given his 
approval to this scheme. The 6 per cent 
extra duties in the custom houses, estab- 
lished for the payment in silver of the paper 
money. will be the ene of the new 
debt. If a loan for $20,000,000 cannot be se- 
cured on that guarantee the paper currency 
now in circulation will be exchanged for 
shares of the new debt. It is easy to see 
that the remedy is no remedy at all. But 
the bankruptcy of the Spanish Government, 
which is the real cause of the situation, is 
too bitter a fact to be confessed, hence 
this wriggling. 


CHANGES PROBABLE. 


But the Duke of Tetuan Cannot Re- 
sign. 

MADRID, June 8.—The Epoca, an official 

organ, says it does not deny the possibility 

of changes in the Cabinet, adding, however, 


that it is impossible for the Duke of Tetuan, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, to resign 
in view of the positions of the negotiations 
between Spain and the United States. 


ORDERED SHOT. 


Spanish Lieutenants Sentenced for 
Cowardice. 


NEW YORK, June 8—A special from 
Havana, says: 

A Spanish captain and two lIleutenants 
were tried by court martial in La Cabana 
fortress and sentenced to be shot for cow- 
ardice in having, after eleven days’ siege, 
surrendered the Government forts at Cas- 
corro in Bastern Cuba, to the partiot forces 
of Gen. Calixto Garcia. 


LIBERALS INDIGNANT. 


They Accuse Sagasta of Secretly Avoid- 
ing His Duty. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—A special from 
Madrid says: The whole country is stupified 
by the extraordinary solution of the crisis, 
The Libera] feeling is violent against Senor 
Sagasta. The majority of the Liberals call 
him a traitor and accuse him of secretly 
refusing the Queen Regent’s request to ac- 


cept office. 
Great excitement prevails. The peril of 
the situation, so far from being avoided by 
the Conservatives continuance in office, is 
considered to be only just beginning. 


STARTED BY TEXANS. 


A Fight Between Cuban and Spanish 
Sympathizers. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico, via Galveston, 
June &8.—A conflict occurred to-day at Vera 
Cruz between twenty marines of the Span- 
ish gunboat, Nueva Espana, and Joseph 
Lang and Charles Holbrook of Texas and 
about a score of Mexicans, who sympa- 
thized with the Americans. 

The fight was caused by the marines, who 
shouted “Vive Cuba Espanola’ in the 
streets. The Mexicans cried “Cuba Libra,” 
with the Americans. They were immedi- 
ately attacked by the Spaniards and would 


have been killed had it not been for the as- 
sistance of the citizens of Vera Cruz, who 
hastened to their assistance. 

The police arrested the whole party, but 
the Consuls of both nations interceded in 
foelr countrymen’s behalf, and ail were re- 

sed.

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AD SUICIDE 


GOT OUT OF BED IN THE NIGHT 
AND CUT HIS THROAT.” 


HE TRIED IT ONCE BEFORE. 


Frederick Kamm Killed Himself Be- 
cause He Was Sick and 
Couldn’t Work. 


On a slab at the Morgue lies the body of 
Frederick Kamm. A gash across the throat 
from ear to ear tells the cause of death. 

He left his bed at 3 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, and with a razor inflicted the wounds 
that two hours later resulted in death. 

It was the second attempt at self-murder 
within a month, and the careful manner in 
which the second and last attempt was 
planned indicated his desperation and deter- 
mination to die. 

Kamm was 55 years old and lived at 4319 
Scanlon avenue. He was maimed and lived 
with his wife and seven children, al] daugh- 
ters, ranging in age from 7 to 23 years. For 
two years or longer he had been in ill 
health and was unable to work. 

Five weeks ago, in a fit of despondency, 
he swallowed a quantity of muriatic acid. 
His wife saw him as he was taking the 
glass from his lips. One of the daughters 
ran for a physician, while the wife applied 
household remedies. Notwithstanding their 
efforts the dose almost proved fatal and a 
doctor made daily visits. 

Monday was the first day Kamm was able 
to leave his bed. He was more cheerful 
than usual, and the greater part of the day 
he sat in a big easy chair and talked of the 
time when he could resume work. 

In the middle of the afternoon the notion 
occurred to him that he would shave him- 
self. He asked his wife to bring his razor 
and strop. He was deliberate in his move- 
ments and, after he had stropped his razor 
until the edge was as sharp as it could be 
made, he concluded to forego the operation. 

The razor was laid carefully away in a 
drawer, and the old man said he would walt 
until morning, After supper he sat around 
the house, smoked his pipe and seemed un- 
usually cheerful. 

At 9 o’cloek he and his wife retired. 
Kamm said that he was tired and at once 
sank into an apparently sound sleep. It 
had been wash day and Mrs. Kamm, wear- 
ied by work, soon followed him. She did 
not awaken until she heard a noise as of 
a falling body. 

Involuntarily she reached her hand 
toward the side of the bed, usually occu- 
pied by her husband. She did not touch 
him. 

Frightened, she sprang from the bed. In 
the dim light she saw an object lying in 
the middle of the floor. The groans and 
peculiarly hard breathing told her it was 
her husband. 

She threw herself across the body and 
her hands were bathed in the warm blood 
that gushed from the ghastly wound across 
his throat. 

In his hand, still tightly clutched, he held 
the razor with ‘which he had inflicted the 
fatal wound. The noise made by breathing, 
as the wind escaped through the severed 
windpipe, was frightful. 

Mrs. Kamm screamed several times. Her 
daughters rushed to the room, and one of 
them was dispatched for the physician. He 
arrived not long afterwards, but saw that 
the wound was fatal. He did what he could 
for Kamm, but in less than two hours the 
old man was dead. 

Kamm had been drinking hard prior to his 
attempt at suicide five weeks ago. 

The body was sent to the Morgue, 
Coroner will held an inquest.

ALLEN BILL. 


GOV. TANNER LISTENS TO ARGU- 
MENTS PRO AND CON. 


CHARLES T. YERKES ON HAND. 


John M:. Harlan and Marcus Pollaski 
Present the Case Against the 
Boodle Measure. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 8.—Gov. Tan- 
ner listened to discussions for and against 
the Allen-Yerkes street railway bill to-day. 
Speeches were made in opposition to the bill 
by John M. Harlan and Marcus Pollaski, 
who were the only two men before the Gov- 
ernor in opposition to the measure. Charles 
T. Yerkes came down from‘Chicago with a 
train of followers and the Governor's room 
was crowded with them during the hearing. 
Among the number were Julius 8S. Grinne!l, 
Michael Cudahy, Judge A. Bladgutt and 
Joseph Leiter. 

When the delegation was received Gov. 
Tanner asked how long a period would the 
speakers require. “I am not unmindful of 
the importance of this matter,”’ said he, 
“and I will devote any period’ consistent 
with the requirements of the matter before 
me.”’ 

“Any time suits us you may desire to 
give,’’ replied Yerkes. 

. It was finally decided to give each side an 
our. 

Harlan based his plea on the argument 
that the bill was against the interests of 
the people of Chicago and had not been 
asked for by them. He said that a change 
so drastic as this should be submitted to a 
vote of the people. This is of sufficient im- 
portance to have been an issue in a State 
campaign. “Any concessions made to the 
people,’’ sald he, “should come _ to 
them in the way of reduced fare. Yet it is 
possible under this bill to maintain the 5- 
cent fare for years. It is possible that Chi- 
cago may want the railway system in the 
down town districts in a few years beneath 
the surface and if the franchise of the 
roads is increased it will be impossible to 
do this. A dangerous feature of the bill is 
that an extension ordinance can be put 
through the Council in a night. There 
should be a publication of thirty days be- 
fore an ordinance can be voted on.”’ 

Pollaski followed Harlan and tore the 
bill to pieces, showing that the only demand 
for such legislation was made by the street 
railway interests. 


FIGEL ACCUSED. 


An Attorney Charges That He Mur- 
dered Isaac Hoffman.

Some eminent lawyers are appearing 

before Gov. Tanner to argue against the 
justice and-legality of the street rail- 
way consolidation and perpetual monop- 
oly act.

Goodrich, a lawyer who succeeded in con- 
vincing a majority in both House and 
Senate of the constitutionality of the 
measures, and also of the perfect regu- 
larity of a parliamentary proceeding 
which, if it can suspend the rules on one | 
question early in the morning, will hold 
them suspended on all questions if neces- 
sary untfl late at night. 

Mr, Goodrich is not famed as a constitu- 
tional lawyer. He is not a familiar fig- 
ure in open court. He appears mostly 
before courts sitting in chambers. But 
his success in that line of practice has 
been marked, and if Gov. Tanner gives 
him @ private audience the eminent con- 
stitutional lawyers of Chicago had best 
look to their laurels. 

Numbers of the men who voted for the 
Yerkes-Allen bill have for years voted 
against bills to reform the revenue e 
through fear that the act would be - 
constitutional. They opposed the Gill 
labor laws of 1891 because of their dread 
of unconstitutional procedure. They have 
voted against all measures regulating 
stock yards for the same reason, Some of 
them, after introducing valued policy 
bills and bills to regulate the outfiow of 
Pekin distilleries, have abandoned them 


- later, through fear, as they said, of their 


unconstitutional character, 

With such sensitive constitutional bod- 
leg to deal with, the success of Mr. Good- 
rich in overcoming their fears and doubts 
in the interest of Yerkes is remarkable. 
Gov, Tanner might profitably hear argu- 
ment and testimony on this point. Per- 
haps if he did he might hear the jingle of 
the argument on which Yerkes relied 
when he called his cattle home at Spring- 
field.. 

ROOSEVELT AND LIFE TENURE. 

The fuss made by Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt over the accept- 
ance by naval inspecting officers of fa- 
vors tendered by naval contractors would 
be all right from ordinary people. But 
from Mr. Roosevelt it seems to be out of

Are they still “spofilemen?” It cannot 
be. Roosevelt himself has said that lim-

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THE DAMNATION OF OLNEY. 

The report of Consul-General Lee in 
the Ruiz case, written May 31, 1897, and 
addressed to Secretary of State Sherman, 
is now made public. 

It proves all, and more than has ever 
been charged in the case of Dr. Ruiz. It 
proves his title clear to American citizen- 
ship. It proves him to have been a non- 
combatant, a peacefully disposed and con- 
ducted man. It proves by strong im- 
plication that his arrest grew out of the 
fact of his American citizenship; that the 
manner of his committal to prison was in 
direct violation of the protocol between 
Spain and the United States, and that he 
was held “incommunicado” for ten days 
beyond the time which, under our treaty 
with Spain, an American citizen can be 
so held. 

The death of Ruiz in his cell is set out 
in terms damning alike to Spain and to 
the American Administration under 
which an American citizen in a foreign 
land could be so foully murdered. And 
this brings us to what is really the most 
important fact connected with General 
Lee’s report. Americans have long been 
convinced of the fact and the manner of 
Ruiz’ death. Since General Lee raised 
the issue with Olney in this case, the peo- 
ple of this country have never for a mo- 
ment had doubts as to the truth. But 
it is important to remember, as we 
face the horror and disgrace now 
disclosed, that this is the same state- 
ment of facts upon which Olney 
and Cleveland refused to act; upon 
which they withheld General Lee from 
the exercise of his authority for the de- 
fense of Ruiz; upon which they refused 
to exercise the just powers of the Gov- 
ernment for the protection of its citizens. 
This is the report which Olney failed to 
put in the records of the State Depart- 
ment, and for the making of which he 
sought the removal.of General Lee. 

This is the final damnation of Olney. 


GAGE TELLS A HALF-TRUTH. 

Secretary of the Treasury Gage says 
that ‘‘the situation to-day is very like 
what it was early in 1879, when the most 
remarkable advance in production and 
prices ever known in this or any other 
country was at hand.” 

Men in high place should not indulge 
in half-truths calculated to mislead. 
Such work should be left to irresponsible 
newspapers. The situation to-day is not 
“very like what it was early in 1879.’’ In 
the latter part of 1878 silver, after being 
demonetized five years earlier, had been 
partially restored to coinage by «the 
Bland-Allison law. Silver was then at 
a lower price than it had ever reached 
before, owing to its demonetization by 
this country, followed by Germany and 
France. The prices of all commodities 
had gone down with it. But the gold 
party, then as now, opposed even a par- 
tial remonetization of silver. Senator 
Bayard prophesied that the Bland-Allison 
law would drive us to irredeemable paper 
currency. Prophecies equally false were 
made by all the gold orators in House 
and Senate. But the bill passed. 

Then began what Secretary Gage 
rightly calls “the most remarkable ad- 
vance in production and prices ever 
known in this or any other country.” The 
prosperity growing out of even the lim- 
ited coinage of silver continued until that 
coinage was suspended under the opera- 
tion of the Sherman law, adopted in 1890. 
The repeal of the Sherman law in 1895, 
urged as necessary to restore business 
confidence and activity, made things 
worse instead of better. The farther we 
have got away from  bimetallism the 
deeper we have gone in the morass of 
falling prices and industrial prostration. 
We are farther away from it now than 
ever before in our history. The hope, 
courage and confidence which enlarged 
coinage gave us in 1879 are now absent. 
Under such circumstances it is little 
short of shystering for the Secretary of 
the Treasury to say that “‘the situation to- 
day is very like what is was early in 
1879." We have the same disease, but 
the quacks are trying another sort of 
remedy,

” How perfect is the power of the Sugar 
Trust over American dealers in sugar has 
again been revealed. The Government re- 
cently. advertised for bids to supply the 
Indian “Bureau with 1,250,000 pounds of 
sugar, Six bids were filed. The lowest was 
from an importer, Who offered the foreign 
article at sixteen one-hundredths of a cent 
a pound less than the others. The Govern- 
ment accepted the bid of the importer. The 
five unsuccessful bidders were dummies, 
who represented the Sugar Trust—not be- 


reason that they could not help themselves, 
The price of American sugar is fixed by the 
Trust. ‘“‘We, the fdctors,’’ one of them ex- 
plains, “must sell at just the price the Trust 
dictates. When the price changes we are 
notified, and are governed by the new fig- 
ures. If we should depart from them, the 
American Sugar Refining Co. would quote 
us a price on sugar that would be prohib- 
itory and drive.us out of the business. In 
this Indian Bureau case many of us could 
have bid as low as the importer and made 
a profit, but we didn’t dare to.” 

Doubtless Mr. Havemeyer its astonished 
at the Government refusing to be held up. 
He is accustomed to accommodation at 
Washington. “This office,” announces Will- 
iam A, Jones, Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs, “will accept no dictation from the 
Sugar Trust, or any other corporation. I 
took this Commissionership intending to 
conduct the office on business principles. 
This I propose to do or get out.” Mr. Jones 
will probably get out—not just at present, 
of course, but as soon as Mr. Havemeyer 
Hs of the opinion that such a foe to protec- 
tion and home industry can be properly 
punished without attracting too much pub- 
lic attention. 

The most patriotic reasons will be fur- 
nished for the expulsion of Jones, They are 
being supplied in advance. Witness the 
moving plaint of this lover of the old 
flag, who is also a thrall of the Sugar Trust: 


This is a nice move for a protective Administra- 
tion. They call a special session of Congress to 
revise the tariff to help along home industry, and 
at the same time throw over home sugar fn favor 
of the foreign product. All this for a difference 
of 16 cents on a« hundred pounds! 


When it comes to a conflict between 
money and sentiment, the Sugar Trust ever 
rises superior to sordidness. “Who,” once 
inquired Mr. Havemeyer with an airy scorn 
for trifles, ‘‘who cares for half a cent a 
pound being added to the price of sugar?’ 
“You do,” came the insulting answer from 
a gentleman who has written the Trust's 
history of pillage. 

And this same Sugar Trust, which com- 
pels American business men to do its will 
as if they were serfs on its plantation, is 
issuing its orders also to the United States 
Senate, commanding that home industry 
shall Se. protected by taking millions of 
dollars yearly from the pockets of the peo- 
ple and handing over the money to the 
modest Mr. Havemeyer and his partners in 
theft and corruption. 

The right thing to do would be to smash 
this swollen and insolent Trust by deprivin 
it of all tariff protection. C

Officers Are Determined to Arrest 
Chief White Bull and a Fight 
Is Expected.

MILES CITY, Mont., June 8.—There is 
very little change in the Indian situation. 
No new developments are looked for before 
Wednesday evening. Sheriff Gibb and his 
party are well on their way for the reserva. 
tion, and will arrive there late to-night or 
Wednesday morning. He expects to arrest 
White Bull, a distinguished chief of one of 
the bands of the Cheyennes. Chief White 
Bull has a large band of followers, who are 
willing to obey his command, so if he does 
not feel inclined to give himself up there 
will be trouble sure, as Sheriff Gibbs and 
the stock inspector are brave men, and said 
they were going after these Indians, and 
were going to get them if they had to put 
up a fight for them, 

No reply has as yet been received from 
Washington in answer to the County At- 
torney’s message to Senator Carter request- 
ing the military authorities at the reserva- 
tion to co-operate with the civil authorities 
in making these arrests. The military au- 
thorities have been kept busy for the last 
two days rounding up stray bucks that are 
off the reservation. They found a band of 
about thirty Indians near Praton ranch on 
the Rosebud Creek, about thirty miles away 
from the reservation. It is said that there 
were two Crows and ten Sioux Indians in 
this bunch, and that Yellow Hair, one of the 
Indians that the Sheriff has warrants for 
was also there. Other bands are still off 
the reservation. 

The country is rough. It is impossible 
for the soldiers to cover the whole country. 
The Indians can travel faster than the sol- 
diers. In the last few years a number of 
white men have been killed by the Indians. 
Many times they have been arrested, but not 
a single Indian has paid the penalty of hang- 
ing or imprisonment, owing to the Prosecut- 


ing Attorney not being able to get evidence 
to convict.

COMES TO TOWN. 


HIS NOTEWORTHY VICTORY. 


It Indicates That the Sentiment in Fa- 
vor of Bimetallism Is cn 
the Increase. 


James T. Lloyd of Shelbyville, who was 
so triumphantly elected to Congress in the 
First District last week, arrived in St. Louis 
Tuesday morning en route to Washington. 
He will leave Tuesday night. Thursday he 
expects to take his seat in the House of 
Representatives. 

Congressman Lloyd is naturally in a pleas- 
and humor as a result of his splendid vic- 
tory. The campaign in the First District 
was watched with more than ordinary in- 


my as being of par- 

ificance to.Democracy,’’ said Mr. 

Lloyd, “for the reason that my race was 
made on a reiteration of the Chicago plat- 
form. Bimetallism was thé issue, and I 
entered the race to fight it out on that 
line. It is more than a personal victory 
for me. I feel that the cause of silver is 
strengthened by the results in my district, 
because it shows to the voting public in gen- 
eral that the ‘silver sentiment is on the 
increase. It was in fact a battle between 
bimetallism and monometallism. Incidental 
to the main issue was the ‘unredeemed 
notes’ of the McKinleyites. By ‘anredeemed

notes’ I mean the promises of prosperity 
which were made last fall, and which have 
not materialized. The people of my district 
have not forgotten what the McKinley ora- 
tors told them about prosperity last fall. 
Some of them yielded to the fallacy, but the 
sentiment is changing now as is clearly 
proven by the fact that I received an in- 
crease over the vote of last fall in nearly 
every precinct: 

“It is very evident to me that our triumph 
may very appropriately be accepted as a 
direct forecast of what is going to happen 
throughout the country in 1898 and in 1900.’’ 

Mr. Lloyd gives some interesting statis- 
tics relative to the vote cast in the First 
District, which were not published in the 
press dispatches. For instance: His major- 
ity in the district was 5,653, while at the 
general election, Mr. Giles, whose death 
created the vacancy to which Mr. Lloyd 
has just been elected, received only4,72!. 
Mr. Giles was a good man, an able man and 
exceedingly popular. Hence the increased 
majority given Mr. Lloyd is evidence that 
the silver sentiment is stronger than it was 
last fall. In the counties of Marion, Lewis 
and Macon Mr. Lloyd received the largest 
vote ever given a candidate for any office. 

This is another pointer, Putnam County 
has long been regarded as almost hopelessly 
Republican. In the election of 1 the 
Republican majority there was 1,067. Mr. 
Lloyd cut it down to 49. Sucha happening 
in Putnam County is i ne of more than 
passing notice. Mr. Lloyd carried every 
ward in Hannibal except one. In that one 
he reduced the Republican majority to a 
minimum. His opponent has been a resi- 
dent of Hannibal for many years. He has 
lived in the same ward there for a long 
while. Mr. Lloyd carried that ward, al- 
though it usually goes Republican, and at 
the last eleution gave a Republican ma- 
jority of 26. All of this is accepted as 
glad tidings by the Demo¢rats who are look- 
ing ahead to the next great battle. ¢ 

Personally the new member of the Mis- 
souri Congressional delegation is a very 
pleasant gentleman, With the exception 
of one—Cowherd of Kansas City—he is the 
youngest Congressman from Missouri. Mr. 
Lloyd is 39 years old and Mr. Cowherd is 
about a year his junior. Mr. Lloyd is a 
native Missourian, having been born in 
Lewis County. For several years he has 
been a citizen of Shelby County. The only 
office he ever held until elected to Congress 
was that of Prosecuting Attorney of Shelby 
County. He has been a Democrat from 
boyhood, and was one of the first to advo- 
cate the cause of bimetallism. Democrats 
all over the United States admit that the 
Missouri delegation in Congress is the pride 
of Democracy in general. Some of the 
brightest men of the nation are in the 
House of Representatives from Missouri. It 
is predicted in political circles that Mr. 
Lloyd will easily take front rank. 

Mr. Lloyd will not take his family to 
Washington until the beginning of the reg- 
ular session. It is generally believed that 
adjournment of the present session will be 
reached within the next six weeks. 


Congressman W. H. Hinrichsen, common- 
ly known as “Buck,” arrived in St. Louis 
Monday night from his home at Jackson- 
ville, Ill. e was accompanied by his wife. 
Tuesday morals they left for Washington. 
Congressman Hinrichsen was the most 
promeeent figure in the rotunda at the 

outhern Monday night. He is one of those 
whole-souled fellows who like to mingle 
with people and during his brief stay in 
St. Louls he was much sought after. 

There are but few men in the West more 
widely known than ‘‘Buck” Hinrichsen. As 
one of the pioneers of the cause of bimet- 
allism in Illinois, he attracted attention 
throughout the United States. He is of the 
sturdy, honest and blunt Western style 
and hasa'‘happy faculty of winning friends, 
That memorable Springfield convention of 
June 5, 1895, was called at the instance of 
Mr. Hinrichsen and it was largely due to 
his efforts that the silver resolution was 
adopted. 

“The silver sentiment,” said Congress- 
man Hinrichsen to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Monday night, “is stronger in Illinois 
than it ever was before, he goldbugs 
who were led astray are dropping back 
into the regular Democratic fold and they 
come with penitence, too. Could we have 
an election in Illinois to-day, we would 
sweep the country. Bryan will be nominat- 
ead in 1900. At least that is my prediction, 
and I think it is well founded. 

“Speaking of the Missouri delegation in 
Congress, must say that it would be a 
very difficult matter to find a group of 
more able men. In fact, the Missouri dele- 
gation is the pride of the Democratic side 
of Congress. - 

“The tariff bill will certainly be passed 
in some form, but what changes will be 
made is a hard matter to predict. Con- 
gress will likely be in session until August, 
although it may adjourn a little earlier. 
Bailey of Texas is an a good leader 
and in trying to force the House to take up 
the Cuban question he has the solid back- 
ing of the Democratic delegation. The po- 
sition of the President and Speaker is so 
antagonistic to Cuba, however, that there 
is much difficulty in doing anything for 
that coantry.”’

give you the benefit of the group system of 
organization, 

aving provided a plan for an effective 
working organization to ¢arry out its polli- 
cies from time to time, your last convention 
turned its attention to providing an oppor- 
tunity for a broader business education for 
future bankers of the State. A permanent 
committee on Schools of Finance and Econ. 
omy was appointed. The men who devote 
their lives to financial matters should have 
such qualifications as would entitle them 
to direct the public mind in financial mat- 
ters. If the bankers were known to have 
received a scientific financial education, the 
promulgation of their views on financial 
policies would more readily command a pop- 
ular following. In that broad field the 
questions are so diverse and the principles 
upon which they are grounded are so inter- 
woven with the experience of men as hidden 
in history of economics and finance, that 
one can no more be deemed qualified to 
discuss them because he has spent a few 
hours in a counting-room, than one can be 
considered a good doctor because he has 
spent a few years in a doctor's office. We 
have schools of law, medicine, theology, art, 
music, technology, and this city took a step 
forward in saying that if a young man 
aspires to lead in mechanics he should have 
the opportunity of taking a three years’ 
course in a manual! training school, 

“In many places in Europe and in a few 
ay in this country there are what have 

een termed schools of finance and econ- 
omy, where a young man who desires a 
broad clentific education as a foundation 
for a successful business career can prop- 
erly equip himself. In this tmperial State 
and in this city, the financial center of the 
richest valley in the world, there should 
be such an institution, where our young 
men under the most favorable circum- 
stances and free from the influence of sec- 
tions whose interests in many respects are 
different from ours, can study the great 
economical questions affecting our people. 
But to found euch an institution requires 
an endowment, and such an endowment is 
likely to come only from an aroused pub- 
lic sentiment. To aid in producing this 
and with the hope that it will ultimately 
lead to a liberal donation or a bequest for 
that purpose, you will have as a guest of 
the association at this convention r, Ed- 
mund J. James, the President of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Political and Social 
Science of the University of Chicago, for- 
merly President of the arton School of 
Finance and Economy of the University of 
Pennsylvania, the most distinguished lead- 
er of thought in America along that line. 

“Since your last meeting the Missour! 
Legislature has been in session. In some 
quarters its sessions are looked forward 
to with apprehension, and especially was 
this so as regards the last session. The 
popular mind had been aroused—it may 

e said inflamed—by the incidents of a 
national campaign, in which the discussion 
of financial matters was of the first mo- 
ment. The powers and duties of banks 
and other corporations had been under the 
white Hight of popular debate. 

“There were grave fears that radical legis- 
lation affecting the banking interests would 
be enacted. In a great republic like ours, 
where the people govern, where every man 

a voter, the frequent recurrence of elec- 
tions acts as a safety-valve. Every man 
feels that he has had his voice in naming 
the officers, executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial, and, in consequence, is willing to 
abide the action of the majority. So ina 
rapidly-developing State like this popular 
assent to live under the law and be governed 
by it is promoted by the people realizing 
that there are frequent opportunities to 
change the law. The last Legislature was 
not essentially different from its prede- 
cessons; there were some extremists, some 
mouthy radicals, some ignorant followers

of bad men, even some itching palms; but 
the sensible, conservative, right-intending 
element was almost always in control. 
Many bad measures were proposed, a num- 
ber attracted great public attention, but 
none hurtful to your interests became laws. 
"The bank inspection law, which is a child 
of this association, was so agnended as to 
greatly increase its efficiency, the number 
of examiners was increased to four, and the 
machinery of the act was enlarged so as 
to enable the banking department to take 
speedy hold of a failing institution. The 
amendments passed, when taken in con- 
nection with the broad and scholarly opin- 
ion of Judge Valliant Im the Mullanphy 
Bank case in this city, have given to the 
people in this State a most excellent system 
of bank inspection. These amendments 
were actively supper ted by your officers, 
When you recall that there are in Missouri 
more State banks than in any other State 
in the Union, the importance of the sys- 
tem now in vogue will be appreciated. If 
this association had accomplished nothin 

more than to be the instrument by which 
this legislation was suggested it would have 
earned, and well earned, the right to exist. 
The banking department saw that danger 
might come from having a chain of banks 
in this State managed by designing offi- 
cers, so the law was amended to pro- 
hibit a man from being a director in more 
than one bank. Amendments were also 
made to the general corporation law af- 
fecting banks. The form of statement re- 
ulred was changed so as to more definitel 

show the condition of the banks. The bill 
by which this last change was made, as 
reported by the committee of the House, in- 
cluded a prohibition against a bank’s mak- 
ing a loan to one of its directors without 
there had been previously entered. of record 
at a regular meeting of the board the con- 
sent thereto of a majority of the board. 
About the time all of these matters were 
penaing there was a meeting of Group 8 at 
efferson City and the merits of all of these 
measures were thoroughly gone over. The

that many of them had made arlge political 
contributions. In former sessions of the 
Legislature the financial institutions of the 
State were never classed with certain other 
interests that the aeneey statesmen had 
considered legitimate subjects of public 
plunder. 


“The fact that the banks had thus begun 
spending money in politics suggested a 
juicy novelty to the lobbyist. Fortunately. 
I think, not only for the banks, but for 
many other corporate interests in the State, 
Mr. Bohart’s bill prohibiting political con- 
tributions from corporations became a law. 
Hereafter the suggestion of a bank’s will- 
ingness to put uP money for protection 
should ‘have no place in our political cam- 
paigns, and, having no place there, the 
occasion for much popular prejudice against 
banks will have ceased to exist. When the 
bankers of the State take the now freshly 
printed session acts and con the pages, 
many of them will recognize that they owe 
an apology to the Missouri Legislature. l 
believe that the banks of the State are 
largely indebted for their immunity from 


have never had any paid lobbyists about 
the Capitol. 


“If when there is pending legislation that 
would injuriously affect the banks the leg- 
islative committee and the officers of the 
association would go to Jefferson City and 
personally appear before the committees, I 
believe that they would find that they can 
always count upon fair, liberal and intelli- 
gent treatment; that if they depart from 
this plan and send paid lobbyists there 
they will find that by such a course they 
invite. the introduction of bills that men 
may be paid to stop them. 

“As in this association we have the 
groups making up the State Association,and 
as the banks in the State have such a large 
share of business with banks in other 
States, an essential part of the organiza- 
tion of bankers is the American Bankers’ 
Association. Our State association has a 
system for protection against frauds and 
forgeries, based upon the idea of offering 
rewards for the arrest and conviction of 
those who commit such offenses against the 
members of the association. As a means 
of notice to the public, we have provided 
a small metal plate upon which is the in- 
scription, ‘Under the protection of the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association—Member,’ 
which plate is hung in a conspicuous place 
near the teller’s window. The American 
Bankers’ Association, being larger and hav- 
ing more funds at its command, instead of 
oO age rewards, has an annual contract 
with the Pinkerton Detective Agency, and 
carries on prosecutions through its instru- 
mentalities. The benefits which it gives 
in this one particular are well worth the 
annual dues charged by it. 

“That association is forced to restrict its 
rosecutions to professional criminals, while 
n our State Association it is the policy of 
offering rewards for anyone committing 
depredations upon our members. The two 
associations should go hand in hand and 
each supplement the work of the other. Re-

HARRISBURG, Pa., June 8.—Gov. Hast- 
ings sent to the Senate last night without 
his approval the concurrent resolution re- 
questing him to estate what new subjects of 
taxation he has to recommend to the 
General Assombly 56 tnoreaes the revenues, 
The Governor gays: “At this tne, when 


almost all industries are suffering, when 
trade is stagnant and when willing labor 
can find no employment, economy in the 
expenditure of public moneys should con- 
trol the General Assembly in its appropria- 
tions, and will certainly controk the Execu- 
tive in the consideration of all measures, 
I have steadily withheld my approval from 
various bills increasing the salaries of pub- 
lic officials, but I would gladly approve any 
bili that maignt be lawfuly passed decreas- 
ing reasonably existing salaries, from the 
highest to: the lowest. 

‘When the individual citizen finds it nec- 
essary to exercise the most rigid economy 
in order to support himself and family it 
is certainly a strong admonition to you and 
to the Executive to see to it that his bur- 
dens should not be increased, but so far 
as possible, should be lessened. 

“There are two ways for States, as well 
as individuals, to successfully meet such 
exigencies as the present conditions im- 
pose, The first is to increase the income to 
meet existing outlay. This is practically 
impossible for State or individual at this 
time. The other is to reduce expeditures 
so as to live within the income. This is 
good housekeeping. 

“Instead of searching through the crip- 
pled business interests of the State for new 
subjects to tax or calling ——- me to point 
them out, it will be much tter and more 
in the line of oaty as public servants to 
exert our energies in finding where the bur- 
den of taxation may in some measure 
lifted from the shoulders of our people.”

FILLEY PLIES 
A CAME OF GRAB 


WITTENBERG BILL BEING RAIL- 
ROADED THROUGH ASSEMBLY. 


PLAN TO LOOT THE TREASURY. 


All the Worst Features of the Uthoff 
Bill Have Been Preserved 
in It. 


The Uthoff bill was killed a bornin’ be- 
cause it contemplated increasing the ex- 
pense of maintaining the Street Depart- 
ment nearly a hundred thousand dollars a 
year without the slightest increase of effi- 
ciency. 

A strenuous effort is being made to rail- 
road through the Aseembly, under another 
name, a bill which will accomplish the 
same result. 

The Uthoff bill openly created new offices 
to the extent of $100,000 and empowered the 
District Superintendents to employ such ad- 


ditional day laborers, etc., as necessary, 
“with the approval of the Mayor.”’ 
The Wittenberg bill, introduced last Fri- 
day night in the House of Delegates, ap- 
arently reduces the expenses of the Street 
epartment by cutting down the salaries 
of Mr. Milner’s assistants. This is all on 
the surface, though. It is one of Filley’s 
maneuvers, and a flimsy one at that, to 
head off the etorm of public indignation 
raised by the Uthoff gi! grab bill. The 
apparent surrender to public opinion cov- 
ers a clever scheme to loot the city treas- 


ury. 
If the Wittenberg bill passes, Mayor aie 
enhein, the tool and servant of Filley, will 
ave the power to literally empty the treas. 
ury into the laps of the hungry push. 

The bill, instead of authorizing the four 
District wuperintenéente to appoint with the 
approval of the Mayor, gives the Mayor the 
re t to authorize the employment by them 
of an unlimited number of “day laborers.” 
The clause reads: 

“Each of said District Superintendents 
may, with the authority and appproval, in 
writing, of the Mayor, from time to time 
employ in their respective districts such 
number of day laborers, carts, teams and 
rollers as may be necessary. 

In other words, when Mayor Ziegenhein 
is ordered by Filley to give a member of 
the push an easy job at ig pay, instead of 
appointing him to a fixed position under the 
the Uthoff bill, a note will be sent to Julius 
Wurzburger, John P. en or one of the 
other District Superintendents, directing 
that the man be put to work as a “day labor- 
er,’’ at $2, $4, or $8 a day, according to the 
measure of his services to the party.

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THEORY THAT IS BEING PROVEN. 


Unusual Spring With a Record of Low 
Temperature Way Below 
the Average. 


— 


No euch a continued cold epell has been 
known in St. Louis since the establishment 
of the Weather Bureau here. sal 

There have been days in April, May and 
June marked by lower temperature, but 
they have always been offset by warmer 
weather. This year the cold has been pr 
tracted, and the temperature line is far 
below the average. . 

As a result of this, seismic disturbances 


are in order—at least so gay those who have 
made a study of subterranean upheavals. 

The accepted theory on the est coast 
of South America is that earthquakes are 
more numerous after an unus cold spell 
because of the contraction of the earth's 
surface. 

This, many believe, is the cause of the 
seismic disturbances that have occurred 
~ the United States during the last fort- 
night. 

H. C. Frankenfield, local forecast official, 
_ questioned concerning the theory Tues- 
ay. 

“Yes,” the said, “I believe that Is gener- 
ally accepted. I do not make a study of 
earthquakes, for it is not in the line of the 
weather bureau work to do so, but I ha 
read considerable on the subject and I 
call that the theory of the earth’s surf 
contracting — = peed accep as 
causing seismic shocks. 

The S carver turned to his records and 
stated fhat the cold spell has been general 
all over the country during the _ entire 
spring. There has been little hot weather 
and instead of expansion after the winter’s 
contraction the reverse has been the result. 

These records at the Weather Bureau re- 
call the warm days of last spring or rather 
last summer, for there was no spring. 

One year ago to-day the minimum tem- 
perature was 66 and the maximum 8. To- 
day the mercury started in at 6 and by 
he had gained but one point on the reg- 
ster. 

The highest temperature this year was 
recorded on May 22, when the mercury 
was at 8. On May 19 and 2 it was a shade 
lower. The highest temperature last spring 
was May 25, when the mercury marked ¥%1 
degrees. 

Day for day the early months of 1897 show 
a lower temperature than last year and also 
a much lower temperature than the a'ver- 


age. 

“St. Louls has had a spring for the first 
time,’? remarked Dr. Frankenfield. 

“How so?’ 

‘Because hitherto there has been a jump 
from winter to summer. 

The protracted cold spell has much to do 
with retarding business. Proprietors of 
summer Coed cag are sufferin nancially, 
clothing dealers and dry goods merchants 
have stocks of light fabrics for which there 
is no demand and other branches of trade 
are affected. 

An old lawyer, who put on his flannels 
again Tuesday, remarked as he sent a mes- 
senger | home for his overcoat: 

“It is all right for winter to linger in the 
lap of spring, but when winter reaches up 
and A a with the chin of spring it is too 
much.”’ 

Mr. Frankenfield does not see any warmer 
days in sight just yet.
